Th* loyal citisers of Lteisvilla, in a general 
a«sMtMa°rw, recently advised the Mayor to ap- 
point a c swmitle* of th* cithsns of Louisville to 
take charge cf means for securing subsistence 
for th* families of volunteer*, and under that ad. 
v --m«nt this committee has bean appointed and 
has entered upon the work of trganization, in 
ord«r to give •rhcieocy to itsmatlKdiof sssist- 
ance. Our main reliance must be upon the use 
of tb* (llntmaot ticket*, provided for into* sc. 
rsfCongr*** of th* I of July, 1HS1. The ob- 
j.-ct of this ac' is to extend to th* army a enn- 
venseut method cf help for the families of sol- 
diers, similar to one that has long been wijoyed 
by the navy. Tb* act of Congress provides, un- 
der certain regulation*, tbat each soldier may al- 
lot a portion of his pay fur tne support of bis 
familv, and tb* aroou it of this allotment fur *ach 
company i« deducted from th* r*«ulir piv-roll, 
and the -urn allotted is paid to tb* boiders of tb* 
authorized allotment tickets. The committee 
of dtizeos, appointed bv tb* Mayor, pro- 
pose to tske iber* tickets and raise the 
full amount in rash, where tbey can do to, 
of th* value of th* tickets, which is to bs banl 
•d over to tb* families for whnse benefit th* 
allotment is made. W* propose to do this in 
o.d*r that these families mey receive. » i.enever 
th* payment is due. the full amount named in the 
ticket, provided the volunteer himself has not in- 
trenched upon it. And every inducement I bat 
vre can ur«te upon the soldier, w* shall press up n 
him to ir.due* bia to set apart as large a portion 
of bis pty, in tb* allotment ticket tor his family, 
as he can spare, sn tbat bis family may neither 
suffer a«, nor become objects of cheritv. There is 
no necessity for ether. This d.nimittse is stu- 
diously endeavoring to avoid tb* creation of a 
larg* eleemosynary institutir*) in its just and 
necessary measures for tb* protection of th* fam- 
ilies of tb* volunteers. The volunteer himself 
should feel an honest joy in knowing that his piy 
is asntrihutiug to tb* support of those wbo sf* 
•ntitled to look to him for aid, and he should 
have confidence tbat his allotment money is per- 
forming its wotk most tborougblv, when b* 
knows that bis fellow-citizens at home are doing 
all in their power to maka that fund as useful as 
p-eeible to hi* family. This committee does not 
propose nor daeir* to expend any portion of this 
allotment money, except in case* where tb* fam- 
ilv wishes it to do so. In e a s es where the volunteer 
allots a larg* share of bis pay, it may, bv pru- 
dent use, give support to his family, provided 
there are not too many mouths to feed.

Tbe 
eanturkians apparently believed that the rebels 
rould consider Kentucky soil as sacred ground, 
nd would net set foot on it if requested to keep 
south of the Tennessee like. — /Viiridoic* JoormU. 

Kentucky rommitted a grave error in suit- 
posing she would maintain a position of "mas- 
terly inactivity." In the attempt to preserve 
neutrality, she has brought upon herself the 
calamities she most dreaded. Had she boldly 
taken her position on the side o( tbo loyal 
Stales, she would, in all probability, have 
escape. 1 the disgrace of an invasion by a law- 
less foe. She would thus have made Tennes- 
see, instead of herself, the "debatable ground" 
of tbe war. She would have exercised a re 
straining influence over Missouri, which would 
have rendered the effort to plunge that State 
into rebellion worse than madness. She would 
have circumscribed the field of conflict and 
shortened the line of operations by at least one 
third. She would have brok n the back of the 
rebellion in Tennessee, by encouraging the 
I'nion cause in tbe eastern section, and kept 
the communication between it and the Govern- 
ment open. 

Hut reproaches are now vain. She has seen 
her error, and repented it. 

Mlnu'i aCsBwiaj Join mil 
This is a mistake. Kentucky, in her own 
judgment, has committed no error, and of 
course has repented none. With great regard 
for our namesakes of Providence and Albany, 
we must say they in the present instance are 
discussing a point of which they manifest the 
complctest ignorance. Out of respect for "the 
truth of history", wc beg to protest briefly yet 
emphatically against the conclusion they an- 
nounce. Kegarded from an interior point of 
view, the conclusion is false to absurdity. If 
"it was said" of Kentucky, as our 
namesake alleges, that persons "at a 
could not judge af the peculiarities of her sit- 
uation and t ii.it it would not do to apply (he 
same rules to her as to other States ", 
the saying was just, and iu justness 
is verified instead of disproved by the existing 
condition o( things. Kentucky judged wisely 
for herself, and wisely acted in accordance with 
her judgment. She has made no f M l«e step 
So far as her own free determination is con- 
cerned, she has nothing in the past to regret or 
recall. If the past were obliterated, Kentucky 
would, under the s*t..e limitations, repeat the 
notion her .Vtant censors so vety abturdly de- 
plore. "The dullest of the loyal Kentuekians," 
a;seru Mm Providence Journal, "must by this 
t me see the folly of the neutrality doctrine. " 
lVthaps sr.; but certainly none save "the dull- 
est." Look at the question for a moment. 

At the time of the fall of Sumpler, and of the 
issuing of the President's proclamation with its 
unnecessary and ill-judged suggestion of r.n 
offensive war, Kentucky was carried almost to 
the verge of revolution. Tennessee was car- 
ried over the verge before our eyes. The "byal 
Kentuekians, " perceiving the gulf before them 
and realizing the enormous stress of passion 
under which the ship of tho commonwealth 
was rushing forward, threw out "the neutral- 
ity doctrine" as a sheet-anchor, which might 
an-cst and stay the plunging vessel until the 
tempest should be curbed at least if not 
quelled or at all events oniil order could he 
restored amongst the < rew and reason should 
once more bear sway. This most important 
office "the neutrality doctrine" performed; it 
restrained Kentucky from leaping a/tor Ten- 
nessee inlo tho gulf of revolution, secured to 
her four months or more of peace for discus- 
ion anil deliberation, established the supre- 
macy of reason amongst her people in the form 
of a loyal delegation st Washington and a 
loyal Legislature at Frankfort, confirmed and 
developed the principle of loyalty in her citi- 
zens generally, and, in line, so enthroned that 
principle ia tbe seats of her authority as well 
as he hearts of her people that tbe invader 
who at length attempt* to subjugate her is 
driven to eoniosa that he comes into her bor- 
ders in defiance of her seivtreign will and in 
obedience to his own lawless determination 
alone. Such is the peculiar fruit of "the neu- 
trality doctrine." 

Kentucky owe* it to "the neutrality dor- 
trine" that she is to-day a loyal member of the 
I'nion and conlVonts the cnemi?s of the Union 
and her own enemies with the full prestige of 
tbe State. She unquestionably owes all this 
to "the neutrality doctrine. But for "the 
neutrality doctrine," Kentucky would have 
been carried off in a whirlwind of passion be- 
fore the loyalty of . er people could have asfx'rt- 
ed or collected itaelf, and the ravisber, in place 
of assailing her as at present in acknowledged 
and open defiance of her will and of her free 
energies, might now I* in possession of her 
with the show of her consent. If not, she at 
any rate would be struggling in his ]>ollating 
grasp with an agony and desperation to which 
even her poor broken-hearted sister Missouri 
would furnish but a faint parallel. Tho best 
that eould have befallen Kentucky, if abe 
had not seized hold of "t 
doctrine", would have been a 
as bloody and e xtenninatory, as the fiercest 
vendetta. Sm h a result has been averted by 
those successive declarations of , the people in 
behalf of the Union and by tbat formal and 
definitive and authoritative action of the Leg- 
islature and of the Kxccutivc in the tame be- 
half which the "neutrality doctrine" brought 
to pass and which nothing else could have oc- 
casioned. The consequence of "the neutral- 
ity doctrine' ' is that Kentucky when she can 
no longer keep out of the war goes into it as a 
political unit, v ith the sanction and the pres- 
tige of every department of her govern- 
ment — goes into it under all the solem- 
nities of authority full and unshorn. 
Before this unmistakable and msjestio 
demonstration of the will of Kentucky, faction 
rowers apd slinks away; however willingly it 
might take up arms against a party, it has no 
stomach for a contest with the State. The 
fact that it is undeniably tbe State and not a 
mere party which speaks in this crisis operates 
like a spell upon the mass of our disloyal pop- 
ulation, fortifying, as it does, their natural 
aversion to domestic strife by the very princi- 
ples and watchwords on which the rebellion 
itaelf affects to proceed. This fact removes 
the danger of a partisan war; but it was "the 
neutrality doctrine'' that rendered this fact 
possible.

The journals we have quoted above appa- 
rently deem the permanent exemption of Ken- 
tueky from the war the great akjasj of "the 
neutrality doctrine. ' This is not so. The 
great object of "the neutrality doctrine" was 
to secure harmony amongst ourselves in what- 
ever course of action the State might feel at 
liberty of might feel constrained to adopt We 
desired, indeed, thai, by the con -ont of both 
the rebel authorities and our own, Kentucky 
should be allowed to maintain ihe attitude of 
loyal neutrality until the end of the war; but, 
whilst confiding in the consent of our own au- 
thorities, wc rould not be so blind as not to 
see that the armed refusal of the rebels was a 
mere question of time. We, accordingly, did 
not deceive ourselves with the dream that we 
should lie allowed to reniuin neutral through- 
out the conflict. We were painfully eon- 
seioos that we should not be. The character 
and exigencies of tho rebellion proclaimed 
our peril in language not to be mistaken. 
The "loyal Kentuekians" foresaw at the 
outset the very issue that has come, 
and the great object of "the neutrality doe- 
trine,'' and of our own resolute and faithful 
adherence to the position unto the lost, was, 
not to avert what we believed to be unavoidable 
by any means in our power, but so to order 
events that Kentucky might encounter the in- 
evitable issue as a governmental unit, in the 
full panoply of her constitutional sovereignty. 
And this great object has been attained. They 
who at the distance of a thousand miles talk 
largely about ihe "folly" or the "error" of a 
policy which has produced this net result might 
surely be engaged on some other topic without 
serious loss of their reputation for either sagoc- 
it or intelligence. Krntucky, as we said at 
first, has, in her own judgment, committed no 
error, and has repented none. The policy 
ol neutrality, which she adopted and ad- 
hered to in good faith, subserved its chief 
end; the |>olicy was not a failure but a suc- 
cess. Whether or not, indeed, her people 
made in every respect as much ef the policy 
as they might have made and ought to have 
made, wc shall not inquire, but of one thing

We publish in another celumn this iiioruing 
a Geniral » »ruer from the Adjutant tieneral of 
Kentucky, announcing that all companies 
forming in the State which on the loth day of 
November next shall not be filled will ba con- 
solidateil into full companies, with I view to 
the speedy filling of regiments. 

This is a judicious and mo*t important or- 
der. It is an indispensable order. Tbe step 
it contemplates is absolutely necessary to any 
eonsiJorable progress in the organization of 
regiments here. The course of organizing 
by the heads ol regiments is adapted only to 
cripple the work of organization, and is actu- 
ally producing this effect. The sooner it is 
modified or superseded the better. '•Thepuf.- 
lic scrric-e," in the apt language of the ordrr 
under notice, "demands that the gallant men 
who have tendered their services to their Stalo 
[ Government, and are now in camp, shall 
be put into active Bcrvioe in the field at the 
earliest day possible." This imperative de- 
mand, however, cannot be c-oniplied with ob- 
viously as long as half a hundred regiments in 
various degrees of thinness arc feeding at hap- 
hazard on the same fi«-lds and tediously tilling 
at each other's expeusc. The raising of an 
army by this process must prove an endless at- 
tempt. It is as if a score of eager mouths 
should tiro let-lake, to drink at onee trom the 
same jet. 

We now hare prolmMv ten thousand men 
or thereabouts locked np in the skeletons of 
regiments cmaiT.ped iu different quarters of 
the State. Thai e men are needed in the field 
and arc chafing to enter it, but, undeT the 
present modo of organization, they might al- 
most as wtll bo in Oregon as in Kentucky, so 
far as active sen-ice is concerned. Their 
chafing is all in vain. So is the requirement ot' 
the public service. The gallant fellows are 
consigned to inactivity at the vary moment 
when the common good most require s their ac- 
tivity. They constitute so ranch valuable war- 
like capital burii.l in camp. Under the order 
f the Military Board, however, tbas buried 
c.ipital will become active, the men thus inop- 
partuucly chained to inactivity will be telease-d 
for duty in the field, and the urgent demands 
of the public service will be promptly and ful- 
ly satisfied. The execution of thj order will 
as early as the LM of November bring irUo 
field at least from ten thousand to fifteen 
tliou>and Kcntnikians in addition to those al- 
ready under marching orders. 

We cannot doubt that a measure so reason- 
able in itself and so salutary in its main ef- 
fects will receive the generous and hearty sup- 
port of all concerned. Doubtless in some 
tses the operation of the i..iasure will be at- 
tended by inconvenience to individuals, but 
surely no individual worthy of a place in the 
army of the li.'pnblic will ever dream of weigh- 
ing his mere personal inconvenience against 
the welfare of his country and his State. We 
strongly commend tUo measure to the atten- 
tion and the favor of all. It is not only right 
but necessary. The public ialerceLi perempto- 
rily require; it. 

SttFi-F.Kixa in ti ik MorsiTAists. — Ths Lexing- 
ton Obeerver says rjiat forty-one persons, most of 
them i. omen and children, arrived in that city 
on Thursday last from their homes in Knox and 
l.-iurel counties. They were living from tbs per- 
secutions and anc.uyances of ZollioorT*r's maraud-

band of refugee * (Mr. Vannoy) is a minister In 
tho Christian Church, and he gave a most heart- 
rending account of tho dreadful stat* of thing, 
in Ihe mountains, caused by the reckless and 
unprincipled follower* of the reliel Znlllcotfer. 
II* was sn eve-witness of many of th*ir atro 
cioui acta of landali tm, having been present at 
1/iurlop, Laurel c ainty, when the rebel forces 
entered and took pusseiaion of that place, and for 
several hours v i < detained by tham a prisoner. 
Ha states that thsy look from the s'oree, groce- 
ries, and private dwellings everything they de- 
sired, brit seemed to be mure particularly solicit- 
ous for clothing, shoes, blankets, and provisions. 
They also took possession of and drov* off all th* 
live stock upon tho farm* in that country, and 
many person; h id been robbed of all tba horses, 
cattle, -heep, and hogs that thsv ro*seised. 'I bey 
even went further, and, in ths spirit cf mare 
wantonness ard brutality, lh*y ilestrerytd wbit 
they did not want , von to tb* clothing of th* 
women and children. 

Mr. \ annoy, who, by th* way, is a plain, un- 
educated, but evidently nn honest, pious man, 
informs u3 that nearly nil tbe young and able- 
bodied men of that m lion of tbe State bad, pre- 
vious to Ihe invasion of the State by Zollicotfer, 
enlisted in His military companies assembled at 
Csmp Dick Robinson, and lha reniairiuer have 
since goes to (VI. Itarrard's camp, which ii l»- 
ynnd ltorkesstle rivsr, ar.d about 11 miles thi* 
side of I.rndon.

Th* Union men have all 
been compelled to lly. II* was at Col. Uarrard a 
camp last week, ami he states that it ■ daily in- 
creasing iu numbers, by mon from th* surround- 
ing • ■ until- hurt their efficiency BJ soldiers is rei - 
dored unavailat le by reason of ths inability of 
Col. Garrard t». supply tham with arms. 

It is needl«.s for us to say that these people 
who bav* thu s been driven from Iheir homes bv 
th* vandil r.ordas from Tonne-see, were properly 
carod for by our citizens who contributed liberally 
to thair comforts while here, and to enable them 
to reach their place of destination in Grant 
county, where *cma of them have relatives. Si 
soo i as Mr. V.nnov find* a place of refuge fir 
th.i helpless persons in hi* charge, he intends 
to return and unite with th* men of tho moun- 
tains in expelling the invaders from their soil.

Tha forcitde robbery of'the prop- 
erty of tbe English bond he I iers by tha lata Gov- 
ernment of Miramon, an<l since tacitly acquiatced 
la by tho '.resent G vernmeotof Jeartz, has gone 
far towards placing tbe Mee . ,n rtpublic beyond 
the law of nations. It was obvious that If con- 
duct of this description ware to be tolerated there 
would at once be an end *o all security in Interna- 
tional transactions, and a precedent be set up for 
tho deliberate repudiation by every foreign gov- 
ernment of its obligations with this country. It 
it under these ci.cumstanca tbat the cabinets 
of London. Paris, and Madrid have taken the res- 
olution which wa have already stated. 

The mannir in which the three a!U< 
intend to carry out their object is at 
moat inexpensive and tbe most effectual, 
have no intention whatever of wasting 
and shot by waging a t. rri'orial war upor 
ico. To land a military force and advene 
the capital is Altogether oat of their cont 
tion. It would be impossible to deel with Mexico 
as an organized and wtahli.hed government, with 
e recogn zrd centra of authority. The lntr-- ! 
of the allies, on the c n rirv. is to send a 
bined naval force into tbe Gulf of Mexico. This 
fores will blockade, and will, wa apprehend, tem- 
porarily occupy tha prinripil p .rts upon the Gulf, 
such ns Vera Cruz, T ampico, and one or two oth- 
ers. By these means the allies will no doubt 
bring Ibe Mexican government to an immediate 
acquiwerc. in :h ir terms. But whether thev 
bri.ig them to terms, or a he' her they do not, will 
probably make vary lit; la difference in the attain- 
ment of tbeir object; for, wbat tbev will do ley 
treaty, if they do not bring tbe refractory gov- 
ernment to terms tbev will do by force if tbey do 
not bring it to terms. Tht plan on which tbev 
have agreed for the satisfaction of the outstand- 
ing claims is this; The allitd powers will seques- 
trate tbe customs revenues of tbe pore in ques- 
tion. They will charge their consuls, or some 
other authorities, jointly to collect these 
at the different ports, and the si 
together, will f .nn a sort of 
commisrioo, constituted for 
each port. No ship will be aid* either to" 
clear at tha ports cf Vera Cruz, 
without the authority of these coornls/who will 
tzact— and not only exact, but themselves alto 
receive — the cuitoms dues on such entrances and 
clearances. They will, we presume, observe tba 
existing customs' duties recognized by Mexican 
laws, and will throw the proceed., into a common 
treasury of tbeir own at each port. They then 
intend to retain a given proportion of these pro- 
ceeds for their respective nations and to pay ova 
a portion to the Mexietn Government. We be- 
lieve tbat tbe allies will retain about forty per 
cent, of these and will pay over fifty pa cent, to 
Mexico. This i- a liberal arrangement towards 
Mexic i, and it Is one whic i will reserve to that 
Government inch a customs revenue a. will en- 
able it still to discharge tbe expenses of itt own 
civil administration. Bnt it it alto an effectual 
arrangement for the allied powers, the customs 
revenue of the Gulf being very Urge. Their 
respective consuls, after paying over to the Mex- 
ican Government i's shire of the proceedj, quar- 
ter by quirttr, will divide tbe balance, or other 
half, ratably between the three countries. This 
arrangement will be perminent, or will endure at 
least until all claims shall hare been discharged. 
A ship- of- war or two in the roadsteads of ta.h of 
theee ports will meanwhile secure tbe mainten- 
ance of tha authority of tbe allied consuls.

Msjor I. Hart Btout arrived hare to dav with a 
large company belonging to Colonel Jackson's 
civalry, and ( never saw a more robust set of 
men. A great many were six feet. Msjor Stout 
is proud of hbi men. 

I suppose yon hsve had information of the in- 
famous atta. k on Captain Spencer, one of Major 
Stout's recruiting officers. Captain Spencer was 
wav laid on the lOib by five notorious, cowardly 
villains, between Cioverport end Btnnettsville, 
as h i was returning from Bennettsville and Camp 
Ande'cn. Tbey fired tbree shois at him, one 
shot naaaing through tbe neck of M.' . Stout's 
fine Morgan mare, which Capt. 8. was riding, 
causing ber to fall to the ground; another went 
through tbe sleeve of Capt. 8 s coat; the other 
lodged in the horn of the saddle. 

Captain .Spec, r drew his revolver and charged 
them, returning three shots, which put tbs assas- 
sins to flight. This took place snout two o'clock 
in tbs morning. Al-.ut sunrise Cept. S. wa. bred 
no again by two other men, concealed so that be 
could not sae i hero.

Off Cape Hattebab. ()c». 6, 186L > 
Sir I mmt ths honor to inform vou that, in 
obedience to v- ur order of thia morning. I stood 
through the inner channel of Hatteras shoal, at 
12% P. M , and stood close along shore to the 
northward, keeping a bright lookout frtm aloft. 
At 1 • . P. M. wt discovert d several sailing ves- 
sels over tha woodland Kina Kest, end at tbe 
same time a reiriment m itching to tht northward, 
cirrying a rebel dig in tbeir noo-t, with mm- 
stragglers in tbeir re-ir; also two tugs inside, 
dying the same dig. As tbey cims out of the 
woods of Kine Keaf, we ran chne in shore and 
opened a deliberate tire upon tbem, at tbe dis- 
tance of three quarters of a mile. At our tint 
shell, which fob apparently in their midst, tbey 
rolled up tbeir dag si d scattered moving rapidly 
up the beach to the n.-r hoard. We followed 
them, firing rapidly from three guna. driving 
tbem up to e clump of woody, in which they took 
refuge, and abreast uf which th>ii steamsr* lav. 
We now shelled tbe wood*, sod could see them 
embarking in small boats sfter their v«»sjls, evi- 
dently in great confusion and suffering greatly 
from our fire. 

Their steamer, now opened tire upon us, tiring, 
however, but three shots, which fell short. Two 
boats tilled with men were struck by our shells 
and destroyed. Three mora steamers-came down 
the Sound "and took position ocpoaite the woods. 
Wa were shelling also two skiopa. We contin- 
ued tiring deliberately upon them from 1 , P. M. 
until ha f past three P. M . when two men were 
discovered on the seabtech making signaLs to us. 
Supposing tbem to be two of tbe Indiana regi- 
ment, we xent an armtd boat and crew to bring 
tbem oil. covering them at tbe same time with 
oar fire. L'poo tha boat nee ring the beech tbev 
to k to the water. O ie of tbem was successful 
in reaching tha boat— private Warren O. Haver, 
Company II. 20lb regiment of Indiana troops. 
Tbe other man — privets Charles Win. Company 
H, '20th regiment Indiana troops— waa unfortun- 
ately drownid in the surf. 

Private Haver informs me that be waa taken 
prisoner on ths in r. -ing of tbe til , that he w.t- 
nessed one shot which waa very destructive He 
states that two of our sheila fell into two sloops 
loaded with man, blowing tha vessels to pieces 
and sinking them. Al.-o, thtt several officers 
were killed anil their horses seen running alaiut 
the track. He hid just escaped from hi« captors, 
after shooting the captain of one of the rebel 
companies. He slates that the enemy were in 
the greatest confusion, rushing wildly into the 
wster, striving to get off to their ve*. ,1s. 

Private lltvsr now dir.cted me to the point 
where the rebels were congregated, waiting an 
opportunity to get off. I opened fire again with 
aucce t, scattering them. We were now very 
close, in three fathoms water, and lhe tire of the 
second shell told with effect. 

Six steamers ware n >w off Ibe p int, one of 
which I recogniztd as the Fanny. 

At twenty five minutes to five P. -M we ceas- 
ed tiring, leaving tbe enemy Mattered along tbe 
beach f.r upaard. of four miles.
